the time set for final adjournment and 
trith bn desk in the president's room 
began affixing his signature to last 
minute legislative measures. 


Washington—Adjournment of con- 


gress at 2 o'clock Friday was ar- 
ranged definitely 
when the senate 


«oon after reconvening adopted the 
house, resolution providing sine die 
ending, of the session. Passage of ths 
adjournment resolution was marked 
by a brisf trust by Senator Harrison, 
Democrat, Mississippi at the Repub- 


r Ucans, the Mississippi senator declar- 
ing that the session "ended as the 
most reactionary congress since the 
time of Aldrich and the most subservi- 
ent to executive dictation since the 
days of Roosebelt." 


One of the last acts of the two 


houses was passage of the deficiency 
bill carrying a total of $2,454,210 in- 
cluding $200,000 for relief of Ameri- 
cans in Smyrna.

Prosperity, or the lack of it, is al-

Here, and there minor pieces of leg- 


islation have been passed but it is a 
fact that the situation in Europe with 
respect to reparations has been ig- 
nored through the failure of congress 
to take Mr. Harding's hint that he 
wanted America .represented on the 
reparations commission, and with the 
exception of a fact .finding commis- 
sion on coal and arrangements for pri- 
ority of delivery, congress has not tak- 
en any steps by legislation to prevent 
future strikes. 


President Harding's position as par- 


ty leader is stronger than it was with 
congress. His veto of the bonus has 
stilled many tongues. It had been 
said that he would waver and finniiv 
sign the bonus. His stiffened attitude 
has made him more respected even by 
the bonus foes though Senator Reed 
of Missouri, Democrat, made a deep 


pression with his argument that if, 


as Mr. Harding says, the bonus is 
class legislation, he should, to be con- 
sistent veto the tariff bill which helps 
the manufacturing class.

stand directly after the state had rest- 
ed its case. The large gallery, whose 
penchant for demonstrativeness had 
aroused the. ire of Judge Ducomb on 
several occasions, greeted the defend- 
ant's wife who had throughout main 
tained apparent belief in his inno- 
cence, with hisses and catcalls. This 
outburst caused the jurist once more 
to threaten to clear the chamber. 
REFUTES STORY OF MEETINGS 
Mrs. Poulin testified that she had 


been at church with her husband on 
those nights during the Lenten season 
when Mrs. Tiernan had declared she 
had her relations with Poulin. She 
also told of a meeting with Mrs.Tier- 
nan at the Poulin home in February 
1921, when she said her husband's ac- 
cuser had told her there had been no 
break in their matrimonial happiness. 


This was on Feb. 20, 1921, she said, 


and the testimony was in every re 
spect at variance with that given by 
Mrs. Tiernan. 


CALL PHYSICIANS 


At the beginning of the afternoon 


session two physicians wsre called to 
the stand by the state, one as an ex 
pert on . obstetrics and the other as 
the physician who had attended Mrs 
Tiernan at the time ths child was 
born.

NEWSPAPER! 
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^TAXATION BY EXECUTIVE DECREE 
I 
There is a grave question whether con- 


i gross in its attempt to escape in some 
'.measure the consequences of its ill-ad- 


i vised tariff policy, by giving the presi- 
dent power to change duties, has not 
made a.n unconstitutional abdication of its 
' own power. 
There is a provision in the 


ibill of this character designed to estab- 
lish what is called a "flexible" tariff. 


• Under this section the president is author- 
'•ized to raise or lower duties by as much 
as 50 per cent, and to substitute Ameri- 
can for foreign valuation whenever "nec- 
'essary'* to equalize foreign and domestic 
costs of production. 


The effect, of this will be that a. person 


in the United States may be taxed as high 
as 50 per cent on his purchases by a pres- 
idential decre-e". 
In other words, if an 


article sells for S5.00 it will be within 
the power of the president to raise the du- 
ty to a percentage that will make the ar- 
ticle cost -$7.50. 
This is nothing more 


nor less than taxation by executive au- 
thority. 
It is the theory of our govern- 


ment that the constitution lodges in con- 
gress, and congress exclusively, the pow- 
er of taxation. 
If the president can by 


decree tax the people 50 per cent on their 
purchases he can tax them 1000 per cent. 
Nothing can be more dangerous to the 
fiscal operations of our government than 
arbitrary taxation, "than a system of tax- 
ation administered in accordance with 
the ideas or discretion of a single person, 
even though that person be the president. 


We think there is a grave question as 


'to the legality of this law and whether, 
if contested, it would not be set aside by 
ithe supreme court as unconstitutional. 
jlAnother practical objection to this flex- 
ible tariff is that it means that taxes arc 
not definite and fixed, but are uncertain 
and varying. If the president really ex- 
ercises'this power th.e people will never 
know from one day to anoriier or from 
one month to another what their taxes 
•will be. or how prices will be affected. 
It is conceivable that it might encourage 
•vicious speculation and that it would op- 
erate to the detriment of business quite 
as much as to the injury of the consum- 
er. 
This experiment in tariff making is 


a fundamental weakness of the Fordney- 
McCumber bill and is quite enough to 
. condemn it irrespective of its other de- 
fects.

THE NEAR EAST AND THE 


UNITED STATES 


We are apt to hear a deal of specula- 


tion in the present Near eastern crisis as 
to what would have been the effect on 
the situation there, as between Turkey 
and the powers, had the United States 
become a member of the League of Na- 
tions and accepted its responsibilities 


a,nd 
obligations thereunder. 
It is not 


possible, of course, to speak definitely on 
a 
hypothetical 
subject. 
There are, 


however, certain things in connection 
with the impending crisis at Constanti- 
nople which stand 
out more or less 


clearly. 


We know that had the United States 


been in the League its influence and its 
power would have been used to effectu- 
ally bar the Turk from Europe. Through- 
out our existence as a nation we have 
been shocked and at times infuriated by 
his atrocities in Armenia and in other 
portions of his European domain. With- 
out question we would have joined with 
the allies in removing once and for all 
the power of the Turk over Christian 
peoples. 
We would also -have stood for 


the internationalization of the Bosphorus 
and the Dardanelles. We might have 
agreed to the restoration of Constanti- 
nople to the Turks, but if so under very 
rigid restrictions. 


Unquestionably 
the 
war 
between 


Greece and Turkey was a mistake so far 
as it occupied a place in allied diplomacy 
and in allied purposes. It has reacted 
against the policies of both Great Britain 
and France and it has done a great deal 
worse than this, for it has threatened a 
union between Turkey and soviet Russia, 
not through any community of interest, 
for there is none, but for self-preserva- 
tion. 


We think it would have been compara- 


tively easy for the great powers of Europe 
to settle Near eastern questions had they 
acted in concert. 
The probability that 


they would have acted in concert is in- 
creased about one hundred per cent by 
contemplation of the United States as a 
member of the league and as a party to 
the settlement of these questions. 
We 


can pretend that we have no interest in 
the Near east and that we will not be- 
come involved in its political or economic 
affairs, but we know that this is not true. 
We have found it impossible to keep aloof 
from Europe and its troubles. 
Only the 


other day we were compelled to land an 
American detachment in Smyrna in con- 
junction with the allies for the protec- 
tion of American property and lives there. 
Whenever trouble or war occurs in any 
part of the world American interests are 
affected. 
It is only necessary for us to 


act to the extent of these interests and 
as they are involved. There was noth- 
ing in the League of Nations which in 
any way bound us to go beyond this ex- 
tent, so that we find ourselves confronted 
by these necessities whether we are or are 
not a member of the League. 


If there is to be an extensive war in 


the Near east, between Great Britain and 
some of her allies on the one side and Tur- 
key and Russia on the other, we think the 
general opinion will be that had the Unit- 
ed States been' a member of the League of 
Nations this conflict would never have oc- 
curred, in fact the lesser one between 
Turkey and Greece would never have oc- 
curred. We do not think there is reason- 
able ground that we would have been 
drawn into such wars, because the moral 
certainty is that they never would have 
occurred. But even if they had we would 
not be drawn in. If Great Britain alone, 
or in conjunction with France, is forced 
to block the path to a return of Turkish 
power in Europe, she will be serving the 
United States along with civilization at 
large. If she is forced to fight Russia and 
Turkey combined, we will be even more 
concerned. 
Would it not have been bet- 


ter had we in the first instance placed our 
influence and moral power against poli- 
cies and acts that have brought about 
this menacing crisis?

Health Talks

FOOD AND BABY TEETH 


A mother asks whether a baby's diet has anything 


to do with decaying teeth. Her baby, 2 years old 
was raised on certified milk diluted with boiled 
water and modified with lime water and milk sugar. 
At present he takes the milk "almost clear," she 
says, and besides he takes an egg, sometimes two 
eggs every day, macaroni, potatoes and bread, but 
no meat of any kind. 
He drinks three pints of 


milk daily, and some castoria "when necessary?" 


That last item isn't food. 
It is admission that 


the baby's food is inadequate. 


A healthy baby ought to have-his milk, not "al- 


most clear," but undiluted and unmodified by the 
eighth or ninth month of age, as a rule, and surely 
by the time he is a year old. 


A healthy baby should be given beef, mutton or 


chicken broth two or three times a week from the 
time he is six months old. 


A healthy baby should take a te&spoonful or two 


at first, and gradually a little more, of any fresh 
vegetable each day, from the sixth month, the 
vegetables being thoroughly cooked and strained 
through a seive. Perhaps this is the important 
item lacking in the regimen described by the mother 
of this two year old whose teeth are decaying. 
The vegetables furnish lime (calcium) salts, and the 
teeth are chiefly of lime salts. 


Whether a deficiency of vitamins in the regimen 


has any bearing on the decay of the teeth in this 
instance I am unable to judge. Lack of vitamins 
m the diet of a baby is commonly responsible for 
faulty development of the teeth. The egg and the 
raw (certified) milk furnish vitamins; but probably 
the egg is a recent addition to the child's diet and 
probably the certified milk was too greatly diluted 
when the baby was a few months old, so that the 
baby actually suffered from lack of vitamins. 


The mother says nothing about fruit juice or 


fruit pulp (cooked) in the baby's regimen. Bottle 
babies should always receive a few teaspoonfuls of 
any fresh fruit once daily from the age of three 
or four months. Orange juice, peach juice, grape 
juice, tomato juice (fresh or canned tomato.) berry 
juice, cherry juice, apple juice -o>, perhaps least 
valuable of all, stewed prune juice. After the tenth 
month cooked fuit pulp should be given. 
Fruit 


juice should be given raw, and only in the fresh 
state. This is another important source of vita- 
mins which are so necessary for the normal nu- 
trition and growth of a bottle baby. Of course a 
baby blessed with a .100 per cent mother needs' 
nothing of the kind in addition to his ration of Old 
Doctor Nature's Peerless Baby Food for he gets 
from the breast all the vitamins he requires.

Probably 
it is a good thing that the bottle baby is not so con- 
tented as the breast fed youngster, for if he does 
make' a noise like perfect contentment his mother 
is too likely to keep diluting his food forever and 
ever.

CRITICISM HAS NO PLACE 


IN WORK OF REFERENCE. 


That criticisms, whether 
Justified 


or not, are entirely out of place in a 
work of reference is the opinion of 
the nation's editors who discuss the 
strictures which 
the Encyclopedia 


Brittanica places upon the work of 
Newton D. Baker, Secretary of War 
under President Wilson. For the most 
part, also, the editors, without regard 
to their political affiliations, 
resent 


the slurs upon Baker's official acts 
and to point to the fact that he had 
the "loyal commendation" of men like 
Gen. 
John J. Pershing as completely 


refuting them. Only one or two pa- 
pers endorse the paragraph while the 
great majority insist that it should be 
revised in later editions. 


"Among his own people, those of 


different political faith and unsym- 
pathetic toward many of Mr. Baker's 
views, join with his friends in de- 
nouncing the article which is absurd 
enough to appear malicious,'' says the 
Newark NEWS. "Mr. Baker needs no 
testimonials. The record of the war 
is his vindication and his monument. 
No war was ever conducted with great 
er efficiency and less scandal." Th« 
Article is not one unfair but inexcus 
able, in the view of the Cleveland 
PLAIN DEALER, which suggests that 
;'it may or may not be significant thai 
the authorship of the brief Baker 
biography is concealed. That kind of 
'history' writing lends itself to anony- 
mity. It reads like a 1920 Republican 
campaign book, rather than the deli- 
berate judgment of men who could 
be chosen to edit a great publication 
like the Brittanica. 
Such an attack 


will not hurt Mr. Baker nor influence 
the place he will finally occupy in the 
Iv'story of the war. 
It is, however, 


a serious reflection on the encyclo- 
pedia and an injustice to everyone 
who reads the article uncritically." 
This is the view of the Knoxville 
SENTINEL which also points out that 
"this cheap performance will not do 
Former Secretary Baker any harm. 
It will only serve to bring out strongly 
and publicly the real character of his 
services to the country and the world 
in the great war and can only re- 
dound to the discredit of the Ency- 
clopedia Brittanica." 


The Cincinati TIMES STAR, owned 


by Chief Justice Taft's brother, points 
out that "Mr. Baker was a pacifist, 
and too tender to socalled conscien- 
tious objectors, and must share with 
his chief, Former President Wilson, 
the blame for not having the nation 
and certain of his cabinet colleagues, 
better armed when war came although 
public policy and tradition was the 
chief culprit. But when America drew 
the sword Newton V. Baker was a 
real war secretary. The vast mobili- 
zation of the nation's forces and the 
flinging of two million armed men up- 
on European soil in time to decide 
the issue, showed his quality and that 
of the chief whose plans he executed. 
Jt was great work. The man who per- 
formed it may be a politician, but is 
he not also a statesman?" Authorship 
of the attack should be unknown, the 
Petersburg PROCESS & INDEX AP- 
PEAL, thinks, believing that "should 
the identity be made public eventual- 
ly it will be found that he is a bitter 
political partisan, opposed to Woodrow 
Wilson and to all of Mr. Wilson's 
friends and to all he stood for and 
stands for. In the meanwhile we prob- 
ably shall see a great falling off in 
the sales of the Brittanica in Amer- 
ica." The sketch was "silly," the Wash, 
ington STAR holds, and the action of 
the editors in standing by it will do 
the publication "a more serious harm 
than that of stimulating doubt as to 
their individual ability as judges," be- 
cause the value of the Brittanica 
"must repose in the confidence of the 
public that its contents represent an 
acculrate, unbiased and complete state- 
ment of act on the various subjects 
treated." But the veteran SPRING- 
FIELD REPUBLICAN is inclined to 
hold 
that 
"possibly incompetence 


rather than prejudice is responsible 
for this and other instances of injus- 
tice." 


The manner In which Mr. Bak«r 


dismissed the incident is praiseworthy 
and will make him many friends, thfi 
Norfolk LEDGER DISPATCH argues 
as had he "been a vain-glorious indi- 
vidual he would have hurled angry 
words at the publishers but being a 
wise man ho refrained and spoke only 
of the World War as an American 
who took no credit to himself, but 
placed it where it belonged—to the 
people as a whole. His example is 
one worth following, for he stood an 
acid test and spoke like a. man." In 
the opinion of the Charleston MAIL 
"prejudice and partisan malice" have 
no place in such a publication and it 
recites that "the MAIL has nevei* beer. 
a partisan of the war secretary, even 
is of a different political faith, and 
has at times criticized him; but it be- 
lieves it is its duty to dissent strongly 
from such a warped and biased ac- 
count, which appears on the very face 
of it to be not only extremely un- 
just but i£ most wretched taste."

The facts concerning Mr. Baker are 
not what his detractors make them 
out to be." The Lynchburg NEWS, on

PILOT labels it as "campaign stuff." 
While the Baker record "may be open 
to criticism" the

TINEL recite* that the fact "nit loyal 
support" of the nation throughout the 
war is attested by -General Pershing 
shows the unfairness of the criticsm, 
and the New York World insisU that 
"there is no excuse for such folly in 
a sober work of reference. What the 
editors of the Brittanica need, in com 
mon with their contributor, is better 
judgment and more common sense."

and religion as no other people are 
They point with pride to the fact tha 
for over a. hundred years this relation 
has existed between Canada and the 
United States: A thousand miles of 
mountains, a thousand miles of prair 
ies, a thousand miles of lakes and a 
thousand miles of rivers without a 
gun, fort or soldier.

God pity the steersmen of either who 
brings them into collision if ever his 
crew of passengers gets its hands on 
them. It is firmly believed here and 
I hear it on every side that any 
statesman or newspaper man who 
derides internationalism or even shirks 
it and cries continually "my country 
first right or w.-ong" is a traitor to 
peace and to every young man who 
died in the war and he will be classed 
in future generations with the class 
of unknown warriors. 


This is why former President Wil- 


son was heralded here. It 
Is sur- 


prising how he is understood by.the 
thinking people. I never heard such 
keen analysis of the man in America 
as is given here. They distinguish 
between a prophet and a diplomat. 
They claim he was the former and not 
the latter. Naturally as a prophet he 
had to be narrow. James M. Keynes 
describes him rather from the Eng- 
lish point of -Wew and this we find 
corroborated by men we have talked 
with: He has the high integrity of 
man that is dogmatic—a theological 
mind with ,a Presbyterian bent that 
is like the Scot who prayed: "Lord 
start me right for it is so hard for 
me to change over." Wilson enthused 
the masses here. The towns all like 
to tell how he passed through It. Lon- 
don went wild over him, Carlisle will 
never forget his visit. He had a vision 
of what the world ought to be—a 
dreamer dreaming dreams and laughed 
at by diplomat* and business men Just 
an they anew at Wells witli his 
Eutopian ideas. 


COULD NOT DOMINATE 
Unfortunately Wflson had not a 


dominating Intellectual equipment. The 


understood that from the start. He 
was frank. They were secretive. They 
would give in on nonessentials and 
he lacked the finesse that is sensitive 
to one's environment. He did know 
the art of starting in with the other 
man's way and ending up having, his 
own way, which is the true road to 
leadership. He was a much isolated 
man possibly by his own choice and 
temperament. They all say here that 
had bo taken some real diplomats 
along like Root or Taft he might have 
arrived sooner. As it was Clemenceau 
the old war horse, dominated the Ver- 
sailles treaty and it was never clear 
to me why so many American people 
opposed it until listening to English- 
men for they have an analysis of it 
that is unusual. 
The English folk 


have a gift of getting the other fel- 
low's viewpoint in international affairs 
that is astonishing. They are explain- 
ing now what happened there and why 
Europe is in the chaos that it is in 
now. 
Clemenwau's idea is the old 


heresay of foros. The Germans are 
without pride, honor, generosity or 
mercy. Therefore, dictate to them; do 
not concilate them. This statesman's 
position and feeling can easily be ex- 
plained but he forgets that Germany 
got nowhere with it since 1S70 and 
now France repeats that blunder. 


FRANCE ERRS 


This is the feeling everywhere in 


England. 
France is on the wrong 


track. It is the reason why American 
people did not like the treaty. It 
breathes the same spirit that German 
militarism does. 
The English are 


pointing out that no nation in 500 
years was treated as German}*, a con- 
quered 
nation 
crushed 
and 
now 


downed still more until she will sue 
cumb as Austria is succumbing in- 
dustrially. 
They accuse also Lljyd 


George who rode on the selfishnet-a 
of rr;|-:trations into power a lew year.- 
ogro. for the rank and Hie wer^ plwsw'cl 
with the old heresay of grabbing what 
tliey could. Now all the papjn'i with 
fcv.r exceptions are faying thai, the 
vlicjp scheme is g'-.ng to kill the 
goose that is rupposed to lay the 
golden egg. Two years ago Keynes 
warned England that the reparation 
amount was two or three times too 
large and that Germany wouli be 
plunged where she is now. And the 
thing is coming to pass. That is why 
the English now realize American 
aloofness and say that the shre-ivdnp«s 
of selfish politicians hoodwinked Wil- 
son to accept on the surface what was 
wrong at bottom and in spirit. JJF* 
recently the British Manufacturers as- 
sociation passed resolutions demand- 
ing that German reparations he scaled 
clown; that even six or seven billion 
ot dollars was absurd; and that unle.55 
Germany were helped on her feet thfy 
would all be dragged down. In Brad- 
ford where we visited we found large 


cotton mills with great consignmp.i':; 
of goods for Germany but the Go- 
mans could not pay them. Leeds and 
other manufacturing centers wanton 
to do business with Germany but.couM 
not and when you remember that KIIK- 
land depends so much on its manu- 
factured products you will readily un- 
derstand why she is dependent on 
Germany for an outlet and is anxicu-; 
to have it. I found a ship in Glasgow 
just in from 
Germany with 
raw- 


sugars. 


SYMPATHIZE WITH GERMANY 
And it is surprising, too, how littlo 


hatred there is in England for Ger- 
many. 
It is the astonishing thing 


how fair the EnsHsh apparently are. 
tcward their former foes. The soldiers 
who fought them said that they were 
worthy fighters. They hobnobbed with 
them in the trenches especially at the 
start. It went so far that the Ger- 
man officers forebade it for they cele- 
brated Christmas together with swap- 
ping food. I have heard more criti- 
cism of Germany in my home town 
than I have hero in six towns. They 
also feel that the war party is gone 
and the precipitators of the war arc 
not in power and therefore Germany 
must be given a chance, which was 
the Wilson idea but ignored by France 
to this day. I do not know what con- 
dition Germany is in. We are plan- 
ning to see the Oberammergau play 
on Sept. 24 and shall get first,hand 
information at Munich where we shall 
spend a few days. Desperation finan- 
cially seems to be the message that 
comes from the region of convulsion. 


The English are asking the French 


to ask for less and be patient. They 
also feel America is morally bound 
to help in the reparation business. 
They are frank to tell us that we got 
rich in many quarters from the war. 
They quote Lyman Abbot in the Out- 
look, who has written a classic on 
the war, how France was in the wake 
of the crush, farms destroyed, homes 
ravished, women enslaved. First there 
was pity then wrath, mothers gave 
their sons, wives their husbands, men 
gave themselves. Thon the profiteer 
appears. "He hears no call to self 
sacrifice n.nd service. 
He sees only 


the chance for gaJn; he takes it. Ho 
coins the tears of mothers and the 
blood of their sons into gold. He is 
the vulture of the battlefield. 
He 


succeeds. He makes a fortune; bu 
his fortune is blood money. 
The 


house he builds, 
the automobile h 


rides, the jewels with which he decks 
his wife and daughters are the medals 
of dishonor." Tfhis is what they ac 
cuse us of in patrt. They tell us tha 
while we were snug at home and civili 
zation was at stake they died by the 
hundreds of thousands for us. 
To 


this you cannot reply. In the next 
breath they tell you that they un 
dcrstind. too, Washington's Tradition 
al policy and the mixed population 
which needs education before the bal 
lot box and the ratifying of inter 
national treaties. 


MIGHT DISGRACE 17. S. 


But they feel strongly that we ought 


to share in the international debt 
Legally we have a right to clnlm it 
but morally it would disgrace us befon 
the world when we have always been 
generous. One of the men told me so

More good fishinp; time ean be lost 


on tho water by keeping up the game 
of changing plugs than through any 
other ^cause, and it is also a fact that 
a fellow does not really Rive any one 
lure an opportunity to show what it 
can do by a few casts, and then on to 
another one. 
I have many times', 


while fishing with a beginner, caucrht 
quite a nifty string of fish by using 
one single old balterod plug while he 
was washing a whole tackle boxful by 
giving them a few dashes through the 
water. 


Any old plug will catch fish If you 


cast it consistently and keep it going 
in the water: "When you strike a piece 
of water, note th-; conditions. 
The 


water may be particularly clear and 
tho sun out, which would call for a 
darker plug than the all-white, say a 
rainbow, perch, natural scale finish, 
green-backed 
or any of tho darker 


lures, as the all-white would make too 
much of a flash P.nd in a way 'scare 
the fish rather than 
attract 
them. 


For the darker, cloudy day, the all- 
white with a red head would be the 
best choice. Therefore, after having 
selected our lure, accordingly to what 
we find as to water and weather con- 
ditions, let us decide to give this lure 
a chance, and ourselves one at the 
same time, by 
casting 
this 
plug 


throughout the entire day. 
It is an 


easy winning bet that we get more 
strikes this day than on a day when 
we lost half our time by hooking and 
unhooking different baits, plugs and 
lures. 


Of course, casting 
into 
any old 


water will not get the 
fish. 
The 


study of waters and formations leads 
us to know where fish arc likely to 
hang- around. A powerful lot of time 
will be saved by looking over 
the 


fishing waters before getting down to 
business. 
Casting 
into 
the 
shore 


Shallows, when the bass are in the 
deeper water, is good exercise, but 
not very productive of flsh victims. 
Early In the season they are close 
shorewards in the shallows and even 
in the warmer weather of the mid-{ 
eeaaon we find them there in the very 
early morning and late evening, be- 
cause they are after the minnows of 
those waters. tVhere the flsh feed is 
naturally the place to catch 
them, 


and when the heat of midday sends 
them way down to the cooler waters 
of the deep holes, we do not waste 
time casting the fhore waters.
